This coin is holed and 
very worn and I don't believe this is the coin which I asked to 
have retained. Could there have been a mix-up. 

Buyid AR dirhan fars hoard AH 363 Shiraa There were two 
pieces in the envelope I sent, and only one was returned and it was 
in miserable condition. I certainly would not have wished to retain 
this one. 


Perhaps you will be able to check these and see if you 
can throw some light on what happened. I am returning herewith 
those two which you just sent me. Perhaps you can find the original 
envelopes. 


I will appreciate the return of the coins from the Resht 
hoard when you are finished with it. 

Will you see if you can untangle the mystery.

Mr. Bates has passed along to me your request that your coins be 
returned by mail; they are being sent under separate cover. 

The arrangement of the Greek, Roman and Byzantine material requires 
a few words of explanation. The lot left here in June, 1974, is 
contained in eight coin boxes. In accordance with your instructions, 
the contents of one box were kept intact. That box contains a tag 
marked "Separate;" coins in the smaller subdivision would be desirable 
acquisitions for the ANS. A second box contains only Greek coins; 
these were evaluated by Miss Thompson at roughly $5*00 each. Coins 
in the remaining six boxes have been broken down by ruler; those 
selected for possible acquisition by the ANS are in a separate box 
marked "Acquisition."

Dear Eric: 

I was just typing an item for the ANS Newletter about the International 
Numismatic Commission's drive for new members, when it came to my mind 
that your Society might be eligible for membership. Membership in the INC 
is limited to institutions, including museums and similar collections open for 
research; national mints; and numismatic organizations and societies. 

Frankly, I'm not entirely sure whether your Society, despite its name, 
meets the Commission s mental definition of a numismatic society. All I 
know about its activities is that it is your conduit for channeling contributions 
to worthy organizations. But, we can't find out their attitude unless you apply, 
and, if the application proves controversial, I would be glad to put forward on 
your behalf any arguments you want to pass on to me. 

The advantage to the INC of your membership would be increased income 
from dues, which are 150 Swiss francs per year, as well as an added channel 
for communications with numismatists in the United States. The ANS, ANA, 
the Smithsonian, Yale, and Dumbarton Oaks are already members. One more 
couldn't hurt, and would increase American voting strength in the Commission. 

For your Society, the advantage would be direct access to the publications 
of the INC. You would presumably appoint yourself as the Society's delegate to 
the plenary meetings of the INC, enabling you to participate and vote in the next 
meeting in London, 1986, as part of the International Numismatic Congress. 
Insofar as your Society is a conduit for contributions, the annual dues you con- 
tribute would be as worthy a cause as and I can think of. The Commission is 
the only truly international numismatic organization and contributes considerably 
to the exchange of numismatic knowledge. It could do more with more funding.
